The Appellate Court, when gratuitously and 
intelligently reversed the decision the Supreme 
Court the case parte Gerino, and 

NEEDLESS the Arwine case, stated that our 
ANXIETY. practice act was unconstitu- 
tional, not only did rather stupid 

thing, but also made lot trouble for the secre- 
tary the State Society. course, the Board 
Examiners promptly appealed the Arwine case the 
Supreme Court, and, equally course, the Supreme 
Court promptly reversed the Appellate Court 
and sent the case back for rehearing. What new 
foolishness the Appellate Court may subsequently 
guilty of, man can say; for any judicial body 
that will out its way display its ignorance 
calmly reversing decision the Supreme Court, 
may expected commit almost any edifying 
“stunt” mental gymnastics. thought that 
this had been fully explained the December 
JouRNAL, but apparently many our members are 
too busy read their JouRNAL carefully, and, hav- 
ing heard the first decision the Appellate Court, 
and not its subsequent upsetting, they have the 
mistaken impression that our medical law has been 
declared unconstitutional. This most emphatically 
not the case. The fundamental points the law 
were fully sustained the Supreme Court the 
now celebrated case, parte Gerino. that de- 
cision the Supreme Court held that the Legislature 
has the right delegate its appointing power and 
that was constitutional for the Legislature 
instruct the State medical organizations appoint 
elect the persons who should serve the Board 
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Medical Examiners and carry out the police pro- 
visions the law. the same decision the Court 
also held that the Legislature could 
gently fix the standards requirement, 
were subject natural change from time time; 
the Association American Medical Colleges, 
the other hand, would ever touch with ad- 
vances medical science and could the more satis- 
factorily fix these standards requirement. These 
two points are the fundamental points the medical 
practice act—and they have already been declared 
constitutional the Supreme Court. Therefore, 
not worry about what the Los Angeles Times, 
any other daily paper that attempts know all 
about medicine and things medical, may print. 
not allow any one alarm you saying that our 
law unconstitutional that may declared 
so, for has already been passed upon and its con- 
stitutionality sustained. 


This not the case, however, with the law passed 
1901 regulating the osteopathy. That 
law has recently been ‘declared 

OSTEOPATHIC unconstitutional. (Superior 
PHYSICIANS. Los Angeles; 
James, J., Dec. 28, 1906.) The 

law authorized the board issue certificate any 
osteopath presenting diploma from college 
osteopathy recognized the Board Examiners, 
but did not define what qualifications college 
should have order recognized. The de- 
cision specifically states that not single portion 
the act question, but the entire act, and 
declared null and void. result this, the 
osteopaths have applied the Legislature now 
session for new law; fact, least two bills 
have been introduced the time writing and 
understand that third presented.

Furthermore, least one the osteo- 
pathic bills already introduced gives the practitioners 
that cult the authority sign death certificates, 
etc., and makes them come under the supervision 
health boards, etc., the same any other school 
medicine! Two Attorneys-General this State 
have filed opinions that osteopath not prac- 
titioner medicine, nor physician. was 
nothing, the law which has just been declared un- 
constitutional, which required prac- 
tice osteopathy, exhibit his knowledge training 
proficiency osteopathy; merely had file 
diploma from some college approved the board. 
And yet claimed all colleges osteopathy 
that they teach the same fundamental branches 
are taught schools medicine, and that they only 
differ the matter materia medica and the prac- 
tice osteopathy. this the case, why not have 
the same fundamental standards educational 
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equipment for all? Why determine the extent 
education anatomy for graduate medical 
school and fail determine the same thing the 
case osteopath who claims have equal 
and similar fundamental education? Let read 
what The Osteopath, journal that sect pub- 
lished Los Angeles, has say the subject 
its issue for November-December, 1906: 


“The applicant for State certificate 
qualifications practice medicine the State 
California must take examination the 
following subjects: Anatomy, physiology, bac- 
teriology, pathology, chemistry and toxicology, 
surgery, obstetrics, materia medica and thera- 
peutics, theory and practice medicine. The 
applicant for certificate qualification 
practice osteopathy should properly ex- 
amined all the foreging subjects except 
materia medica and theory and practice medi- 
cine; lieu these, should examined 
gynecology, physical diagnosis, and principles 
and practice osteopathy. The present medical 
composed regulars, homeopaths and 
eclectics. applicant for State certificate 
examined the mixed board all subjects 
except materia medica and principles and prac- 
tice medicine. these subjects ex- 
amined the representative his particular 
system. other words, the branches 
science common all, one examination con- 
ducted the special materia medica and theory 
and practice it, the regular examined 
regulars, the homeopath homeopaths and 
the eclectic eclectics.”

the text books used and the instruction alleged 
given, that the practice osteopathy comes 
mighty near the practice medicine? Then why 
have separate and distinct board license oste- 
opaths? Why permit one board license persons, 
without any demonstration their fitness, prac- 
tice medicine under the name osteopathy? the 
State safeguarding its people properly and fully 
says that any one practice medicine such must 
demonstrate his fitness, but that may practice 
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medicine, under the cloak osteopathy, without 
inquiring into his qualifications so? have 
already seen, the paragraphs quoted from The 
Osteopath, even the members that cult raise the 
question themselves. Granted that the given indi- 
vidual has had sufficient education the funda- 
mental branches medical science (as taught all 
medical schools, and which the osteopaths say they 
teach their colleges), pass examination the 
hands composite board, you think can 
much harm, whether gives big pills, little pills, 
pills, massages the spine? certainly 
must have enough knowledge anatomy and physi- 
ology and pathology keep him from going farther 
astray than the average educated physician, and that 
all that the State does should require, and all 
that the courts hold should demanded him 
who treats the sick. Then, why not concentrate the 
police work the State, far deals with heal- 
ing the sick, the hands one board? away 
with the examination materia medica and ther- 
apeutics and principles and practice medicine, and 
simply require every applicant whatever school 
pathy take the same examination which the dis- 
ciple any other school required take. this 
not rational and practical solution the problem?

preparation (they are all always “valuable prepara- 
has been approved the Council. 
has not, tell him what you think about it—and 
him—and the “house.” 


The Legislature is, you are doubtless painfully 
aware, now session. will numerous 
bills affecting public health 

PUBLIC HEALTH introduced; indeed, 
LEGISLATION. quite goodly number have 
been introduced the time 

writing. Some these are good and should 
receive our support; some are bad and vicious and 
should rejected. will also number 
bills relating medical license and the licensing 
osteopaths, naturopaths, neuropaths, etc. All 
these bills will very carefully studied our at- 
torneys and our Legislative Committee, and the 
secretary the State Society wiil keep the com- 
ponent societies touch with what going on. Our 
profession has always occupied too retiring atti- 
tude regard these matters public health. 
have very considerable potential influence and 
high time woke and used for the protection 
the public matters which have knowledge 
and they are ignorant. What layman, for instance, 
would realize the true nature bill like the natur- 
opathy bill, which would license any form quack- 
ery known? The bill reads most learnedly and 
guite high-sounding though were the real 
thing. Our legislators are busy men; they have not 
time study each and every proposed law that 
comes before their attention, least all many 
these public health measures, the real importance 
which often not the surface nor the title. 
our plain, simple duty advise them what 
these things mean. the duty each county 
society take these questions energetically and 
instruct the legislators from its section the 
right and the wrong bills this class. one 
can much alone; nor can much un- 
less work together; times each giving way 
somewhat the views the great majority. Else- 
where this issue, print list the members 
both houses the Legislature. This printed not 
merely fill space, but for your own reference. 
When the time comes that you are asked the 
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society support oppose some measure, refer 
the list and write, possible, every member the 
Legislature; certainly your own representatives. 
And not stop there. your friends and pa- 
tients amongst the influential laymen. Explain 
them what the import the proposed law really 
and how affects the general public and how your 
medical society stands regard it, and ask their 
help. astonishing how much the opinions 
influential constituents affect the attitude legis- 
lators! shall count your help and feel 
more than confident that shall not count vain.

Under this caption, the Texas Courier-Record 
Medicine for December, 1906, prints editorial

Medicine, the official journal the association, 
and that the “independent medical journals” can 
not secure them for publication. The 
Record asks, plaintively, “is this right?” Let 
see what sort “independent” medical journal 
the Courier-Record really is. The page measures 
inches, and according the pagination the 
December number, contains pages text; 
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these, however, pages are open advertisements. 
The reading matter consists report meet- 
ing the North Texas Medical Association, about 
five pages editorial matter and notes—and seven 
pages reading notices. The readers the highly 
valuable “independent” medical (?) journal under 
discussion are given most wonderful 
the efficacy Vin Mariani, glyco-thymoline 
obstetrics (!), antikamnia, glyco-heroin, 
glycerin tonic it), Calcalith (Abbott), resinol 
ointment (advertised extensively the general pub- 
lic), peptomangan, and bethol-ol, which statements 
are carefully prepared the manufacturers, that 
the trusting reader may sure get his informa- 
tion uncontaminated. the advertising pages 
find such things neurilla, Hayden’s viburnum 
compound, antikamnia, antiphlogistin, pepto-mangan, 
tongaline, celerina, aletris cordial, seng, cactina, 
chionia, sanmeto, katharmon, anasarcin (the sure 
cure for dropsy!), bromidia, etc. With delicate 
thoughtfulness, the editor has slipped advertising 
page immediately front the “editorial” page, 
and this find displayed hydrozone and anti- 
dolar. Now, not right that any self-respecting 
physician should prefer have his paper the 
Texas State Medicine, which prints 
good many valuable original papers, and good, clean, 
live editorial matter, and which does not disgrace its 
pages printing the puffs sent out the manu- 
facturers themselves delude physicians into using 
their nostrums; nor permit 
these nostrums its advertising pages; rather than 
send his paper publication the scarlet- 
hued kind that might well classed with 
the “oldest profession the this 
journals now bewailing the establishment State 
journals and clamoring loudly about “journal trusts” 
and the attempt all medical 
journals! save the mark! What 
dependent” of? Decency? Self-respect? Honesty? 
certainly not independent the ball-and-chain 
the nostrum maker, would seem inde- 
pendent the medical protession. 


SOME IMPORTANT AND PRACTICAL 
POINTS MEDICINE. 


IRWIN FRASSE, D., Los Angeles. 


Years ago this vast continent was teeming with 
Indians. few places where food was scarce 
and circumstances unpropitious they were miser- 
able-appearing race, but where there was game 
enough, and this held for most regions, they were 
magnificent-looking lot savages. Probably no- 
where earth were there seen such fine 
physiques; tall, straight, lithe, deep-chested and un- 
tiring. Sickness was almost unknown them, ex- 
cept contagious diseases, and these were brought 
mostly the whites. 

might incidentally remark, regard the 
susceptibility dark-skinned races eruptive fev- 
ers, that about 1840 some white men recovering 
from smallpox came into village the Mandan 
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Indians. There were 1001 persons the tribe. 
these 998 died the fearful scourge—not bad 
plea for vaccination, the way—leaving but three 
living members! 


These splendid physical specimens had houses 
like ours. Indeed, the tremendous distances that 
they made foot and horseback they had shelter 
all except the scant protection afforded few 
pieces brush the form rude lean-to. Nor 
had they changes clothing. Indeed, what they 
wore was little enough and rain, hail snow 


they had lie down and sleep their wet buck- 
skin garments. 


Our own borderers and cattlemen early days 
had similarly. The late Mr. Charles Chap- 
man told the writer that often, California and 
Nevada, when night came, and his men would 
surround the cattle, some lying down while others 
watched the herds. When morning came and 
lifted his poncho from off his head and shoulders 
perhaps would find that several inches snow 
had fallen while reposed serenely beneath. 


The Indians, and such other hardily brought 
people, almost never took cold. What power did 
they have, inherent them, that lacking much 
modern people? That power was what call 
tone. 

And what dictionary says that 
“The degree firmness normal tension proper 
any organ tissue the body. Also the gen- 
eral condition body with reference the vigorous 
and healthy discharge its functions.” 


Tone partly hereditary, probably mostly so, 
but part acquired, especially early life; not 
giving but striving against the elements 
endeavor make yourself superior them—always 
with discretion, course. This done, not 
keeping one’s children indoors just because 
looks little threatening, but sending them out 
every kind weather that possible for them 
out in, with proper protection, acquire 
hardiness from very childhood. 

What tone, then? own definition would 
that: “It that condition which keeps one’s 
capillaries all over the body condition between 
contraction and expansion, even under adverse cir- 
cumstances.” 


When person catches cold, that is, when his 
tone gives out, what the process? Suppose one 
puts himself the place one these Indians. 
Imagine yourself lying down wet clothes, what 
would happen you? First all your feet and 
legs would begin cold. The very fact their 
chilling would suggest that the warm blood was 
being driven away some other part; that some 
other region was being dilated and congested, and, 
unless you should careful you would have, per- 
haps, infection added inflammation, for 
that what inflammation is—the reaction the 
tissues against irritant, usually, not always, 
germs. 


you would begin sneeze. Mucus would 


begin form your nose from the congestion 
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your nasal erectile tissues. Some this mucous 
would retained your head and, fermenting 
such hot place, you weuld well aware pretty 
soon that you were the recipient blooming cold 
and perhaps sore throat. Perhaps your lungs 
are the point which the blood rushes and you get 
least bronchitis. Perhaps more blood than 
usual determines your tonsils and you are affected 
with tonsilitis. Perhaps you have appendix, 
woman, ovary, which the tone below par 
and you suffer accordingly its congestion inflam- 
mation. 

Now, very often, one’s congestion does not 
very much beyond physiological bounds and you 
have only little achiness. Sometimes, however, 
does not stop slight ailment, but goes se- 
vere trouble. 

There must reason for this. 
There must some cause which one’s tone 
lowered, this power keeping the capillaries 
beautifully contracted. Something must come into 
the system, absorbed, which lowers the tone 
otherwise healthy organs much that they take 
actual inflammation. conditions are very 
common, therefore the_condition which furnishes 
this entrance and absorption must very common. 

What infected substance comes oftenest into one’s 
body? Why, food, naturally. If, therefore, one 
takes into his body food infected with germs which 
upsets his digestive power, one eats food which 
simply ill-prepared, very soggy perhaps, very 
indigestible, heavy, pasty, highly flavored mix- 
tures, etc., certain amount indigested residue 
remains, forming beautiful nidus the hot juicy 
intestines for germ growth. Absorption such 
paralyzing substances the ideal method 
upsetting one’s tone. 

These toxins produce unstable condition, 
lowered vaso-motor tone, which permits the send- 
ing large quantities blood whatever region 
organ the particular person and existing condi- 
tions predispose to. 

will assume that extra large amount 
blood goes the Now, Mr. Westcott, the 
brilliant, but unfortunately tuberculous, author who 
died just too soon see the great success his 
clever book, Harum,” said that certain 
amount fleas are good for dog; they keep him 
from brooding over the fact only dog.” And 
maybe certain amount streptococci are good for 
the tonsils. But when, suddenly, the fioodgates 
their living are thrown wide open 
quantities blood begin come them, they 
once take new growth, until the tonsil, teeming 
with them and made sore their excretions, 
state painful inflammation. the same manner 
temporary condition the lung goes actual 
inflammation, with the production pneumonia. 

One gets congestion his ileocecal region and 
his appendix, that degenerate little organ im- 
portant some the lower animals, which, when 
inflamed, from its anatomical make-up relieves itself 
poorly, perforates from the severity the process 
which subjected. Nearly always, one 
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will inquire and keep his eyes open, will observe 
dyspeptic disturbance before with these condi- 
tions, even though the affected organ far distant. 
Several times has the writer observed middle ear at- 
tacks follow occur during attack appen- 
dicitis. 

one full-blooded, particularly one has eat- 
large meal indigestible substances, the dila- 
tation may occur the cerebral arteries with re- 
sulting apoplexy.

you have probably often noticed yourselves, 
the digestive power becomes less one goes further 
down the digestive tube, while absorption, 
good bad products, becomes greater. Just such 
results come about the kind case under consid- 
eration. immense amount septic material 
absorbed, paralytic vaso-motor condition (always 
that loss tone) results with dilatation the 
brain brain coverings and perhaps the individual 
found the floor, totally unconscious, yet with- 
out apoplexy, where had fallen hours before.

How shall acquire tone? Well, that brings 
into consideration certain amount ques- 
tion two; for acquire means not waste it. 
means not neurotic. means not run your 
brain and spinal storage batteries down too com- 
pletely continued, exhausting work. 


Hard work, certain point, stimulating, 
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but rest does not come then exhausting and, 
too long continued, may produce actual de- 
generation, paresis, which often follows too long- 
continued strain. Not only must husband our 
forces, but should not produce neurotic individ- 
uals. person who conscious any such make 
his constitution should marry individual 
who good physique and equable temper. 


should bring our children from babyhood 
cool baths, perfect the capillary circula- 
tion and help increase the red blood corpuscles. 
should put them where the air best—out 
doors. should give them swinging rings, fly- 
ing bar, rowing wagon, and other things build 
their arms, chests and backs, lamentably weak 
Americans, especially our women. While 
produce heart strength and lung power and quick- 
ness and develop the nether extremities give them 
base balls and footballs and especially dog 
playmate, all which will teach them run. 


And the more active the dog the. more active 
your child will become. For own boy happen 
have two dogs. good-natured 
setter that may pull and haul around, thus get- 
ting lots arm and chest development—much 
honest Ranger’s disgust. The other unusually 
active little dodging fox terrier that chases around 
all day long with great glee. 


Don’t put unnecessary clothes your children. 
Let them without hats when they are playing. 
Accustom them low open sandals moccasins 
let them barefooted part the time. Further- 
more, you can’t make lasting, anthracite fire out 
shavings, and you can’t grow fine specimen phy- 
sique out pies and pastries and other mixtures 
which develop child craving, artificial appe- 
tite, for things which won’t much good the ex- 
clusion simple, but wholesome, blood-making food 
for which, produced excellent health and large 
amount exercise, should have eager long- 
ing spoiled youngster has for its pastry and 
confections.

Furthermore, should teach our children 
conserve their energies, upon which modern life 
makes such great demands. should teach them 
how capable, that they may well know how 
carry the work that will required them 
after life that will easy for them. 
should make companions them and teach them 
from the first the why and wherefore everything 
that you they may do—the best and easiest 
methods accomplishing results. 
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Teach them good natured, stand reverses 
with fortitude and still keep trying; not fly off 
tangent and become cranky and cross ex- 
cited either, every little occurrence, for that makes 
the harness rub. into them some idea 
hygiene. Above everything see that they get plenty 
sleep, for short hours sleep make long hours 
nervousness. greatest conservor nerves, and, 


therefore, energy and tone, which have, 
natural sleep. 


What you have instilled into the child endeavor 
keep the adult. Teach them that work, 
earnest hard work, one the greatest pleasures 
life and not hardship. That it-makes one more 
independent and more man than anything else. 
And that even wealth should never make one give 
his life work until too great age shall make him 
incapable for anything else but noble example and 
instructor and adviser the young. 


And then they will learn the lesson that, with 
fair income, with the necessities and few the 
luxuries life, self earned, they will become in- 
different these very riches, for they will experi- 
encing right along the pleasures life that some 
people grasping, grasping, ever grasping after that 
delusive ignus fatuus, wealth, are “going have” 
some day, but who often die prematurely, miserably, 
perhaps dishonestly, without ever having attained 
their end. Work while you work, but yet within 
reason. When you become over-tired, appreciate 
the necessity vacation. 


And now for the diseases themselves 
underlying condition, lack tone. the cause 
due intestinal absorption, the rational treatment 
such thing would evidently not put in- 
digestible things into the canal. And that implies 
care food, especially those with sallow skins, 
called “bilious” individuals. The next thing 
would evidently get rid anything pro- 


ducing this effect and that means sweep out 
cathartics. 


Mere sweeping out, however, seems not 
always enough, for evidently some these germs 
and germ products will not swept out. need 
something that antiseptic, something that will pre- 
vent their proliferation something that will sterilize 
the intestinal canal far possible relatively 
sterilize that tube. Therefore give mercurial 
cathartic. our treatment has been well carried 
out this will prevent further fermentation and ab- 
sorption poisonous principles, that there will 
more infection added. 


must equalize the temperature keeping the 
feet warm and head cool, and must bring bear 
upon the special organ concerned the treatment es- 
pecially required it. Over the appendix the 
congested lung should place icebags. the 
ear one should apply heat cold, whichever seems 
best. For the tonsils should apply local meas- 
ures, but, addition, give so-called 


rheumatic medicines, which seem relieve such 
troubles best. 


Headaches, and even certain types insanities, 
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fully believe, have the same underlying cause that 
here suggested and, working along these lines, have 
seen some cases insanity clear for good that, 
until this underlying cause was recognized, one 
would have considered hopeless. 


When organ use requires more fuel, 
that is, more blood. Therefore, physiologically, 
nature dilates the capillaries and permits great- 
influx nutrition. Suppose, however, that the in- 
dividual overuses that organ. Let suppose that 
man large and varied business interests. His 
brain working hard perhaps without proper ces- 
sation and blood demanded great quantities. 
After while such brain may not clear itself well. 
The physiological and temporary dilatation, beau- 
tifully under control fine physique, becomes 
pathological. The individual can not shut off that 
blood supply when wishes. 
supervenes, with without headache. When 
lies down night not able produce the 
physiological brain anemia demanded welcome 
sleep and lies awake, wretched, teeming with 
thoughts that would like absent, falling late 
into perturbed sleep from which awakens the 
morning unrefreshed. And from this stage ac- 
tual brain degeneration not great stride. 


There are some fine points this matter, some 
which have probably occurred you. Such 
one came for the consideration two other 
members this society and myself case that 
saw consultation last winter. 


The case was that baby, unusually large 
child with rather large head. Labor had been long 
and difficult and was followed very frequent con- 
vulsions epileptoid character, which subsided 
only lesser attacks, alternating with twitchings, 
even under bromides and chloral. 


feared that the attacks might become per- 
manent. other words, especially 
dreaded was that some slight brain focus injury 
might remain state congestion, through the 
lowered state tone produced toxic absorption 
from food which might not agreeing with the 
baby, that might even become infected from 
such cause that permanent epileptic condition 
might result. therefore decreased the milk sup- 
ply minimum, partly because feared that 
the milk might introducing poisonous substances 
into the body and partly because, keeping the blood 
too great richness, the mother might fur- 
nishing fluid favorable the continued prolifera- 
tion harmful substances already there. also 
determined clean the intestinal tract fully and 
sterilize with mercurial repeatedly. 
further gave ergot, remember correctly, for 
few days, contract any dilated capillaries, 
which the tone might lowered, thereby inviting 
infection and permanent change. 


were able withdraw the nervines soon 
after and the child made excellent recovery, with 
the likelihood that will permanent, now that 
good many months have gone without return.

The organic law your society compels its of- 
ficers submit report their work upon the 
ending their official term. also makes 
mandatory upon your president that shall con- 
tribute matters interest which have occurred dur- 
ing his administration and offer such advice 
his judgment may think proper for your own 
guidance and the welfare your organization. 

the 12th day August, 1876, the present 
society was organized with the following member- 
ship: Drs. Benjamin Cory, Scott, Mc- 
Robert Caldwell, Castleman, Thorne, 
Jared Turner, Lusson, Farley, Gil- 
roy, and Saxe, Santa Clara. these but 
two are living today—Dr. Robert Caldwell, who 
still with us, and Dr. Thorne, who now 
member the San Francisco County Medical So- 
ciety. Each the original members named has ever 
been recognized being among the most cultured 
our profession. 

Looking over the records the society for the 
past thirty years find conditions during that time 
much they are now. The minutes tell resolu- 
tions condemning lodge practice; agreements 
among its members not accept such contracts 
made and broken; provide for uniform fee bill; 
establish medical library; maintain black- 
list nonpaying patients; laws passed forbid- 
ding the publication physicians’ names the 
newspapers the day connection with surgical 
and other cases practice. January, 1877, there 
appeared doubt concerning the propriety ad- 
mitting women membership the society. Jus- 
tice, however, perhaps, seasoned with chivalry, 
length prevailed, and Dr. Sara Brown was elected 
our first woman member. September, 1880, 
members were forbidden, under pain expulsion, 
engage consultation with physicians. 
“irregular” was meant homeopaths, eclectics and 
all others who should disagree theropeutics from 
the teachings the older school. Blue laws cen- 
turies gone were less intolerant. Liberality 
opinion and broad-mindedness expression have 
been the conquerors. Learning has been progressive. 
There has been turning back the hands time. 
Barriers between schools different systems 
practice, first thought insurmountable, have 
been thrown down; let hope never up- 
reared again. With the medical profession this 
great nation “pathy” dead, and woe him 
that instils life into its corpse. The living body 
today the true physician. The plane long and 
broad enough for all tread upon. 

the administration affairs the society, 
able assistance has been rendered the chairman 
the Executive Committee. Too much praise can 
not bestowed upon your secretary for his untir- 
ing zeal making his office the model from which 
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other county societies may pattern. him, the 
greatest measure due your present progress and 
prosperity. Much his own valuable time has been 
given excursions with your president outlying 
districts, visiting physicians that your membership 
might increased and the profession this county 
thoroughly organized. 

the adoption the new constitution, the 
Board Councilors was created act the legis- 
lative and business body the society. far 
has accomplished the purpose for which was 
formed keeping extraneous matters 
discussions from taking the time your meet- 
ings, thereby affording ample opportunity for the 
consideration clinical subjects and scientific 
papers. two three instances has been im- 
possible hold sessions the council, and import- 
ant business had deferred for lack quo- 
rum; but its members become more familiar with 
the requirements the by-laws times meet- 
ing, hoped that future omissions will 
avoided. When considered that all the busi- 
ness can transacted minutes before 
the opening the society’s regular meeting, 
not too much expect that those accepting official 
preferment your hands, together with heads 
committees, who compose the council, should de- 
vote short time the business and welfare 
the society. 

For the last year and half the society has placed 
itself under many obligations the managers the 
St. James Hotel. Without cost us, and often 
with inconvenience their own affairs, they have 
provided comfortable quarters for our meetings. 
Whether wise for the society continue under 
these conditions secure the rental hall for 
future meetings matter worthy your con- 
sideration. 

Previous the recent calamity which overtook 
this section the State movement was inaugurated 
hold semimonthly meetings. this were carried 
out, still believe would productive great 
good the society, with corresponding benefit 
every member who availed himself its advantages. 
fair share such meetings should held 
stated times other parts the county first 
contemplated. 

will remembered also that result the 
great catastrophe many our brethren San 
Francisco were made homeless and penniless. Their 
wail distress was borne our ears the winds 
adversity. Not pausing reflect how much you, 
too, had suffered, you not only bade them fed, 
but you gave them food; they were without raiment 
and you clad them; the perishing from the chill- 
ing storms that came you gave shelter and warmed 
them into life. You cast your bread upon the 


waters and has returned you far richer with 
every blessing only gratitude can bestow. 

has been recommended time and again our 
State Society that each county society, through its 
members, take active part political-affairs both 
primary and general elections far the inter- 
ests the medical profession are concerned. With 
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organization and unity purpose physicians can 
control their representatives and able prevent 
adverse legislation. This Society may take pride 
the election one its members the State Legis- 
lature besides aiding the choice two others who 
have pledged themselves support the recommen- 
dations the Board Examiners and our State 
Society. 

county medical society the organized repre- 
sentative the profession its jurisdiction. 
opinion has been expressed that all appointments 
positions the medical staff county and city 
administrations public institutioris and elsewhere 
should made from members the society. The 
best service the public not always obtained 
the indiscriminate bestowal office upon nonpro- 
gressive physicians reward for party fealty 
return for political favors rendered. own 
opinion the more energetic one his society work 
the better qualified for public position 
this nature. 

Can any one say has not been made better 
physician attendance upon our meetings? Has 
not the exhibition patients before you and the 
comments thereon been full instruction? Have 
not the valuable scientific papers read here and 
expression views their subject matter not 
broadened our understanding? And, lastly, has 
there not more charitable feeling, each for 
the other, sprung our social intercourse, and 
from all these things are not stimulated 
our great work for humanity? believe 
that all this good has come us. Let mind- 
ful our own selves that may endure. 

with sadness that now officially announce 
you the death two our distinguished mem- 
bers the past year. The first, Dr. Edwin Arthur 
Kelley, physician Agnews hospital for the insane, 
was killed while attempting rescue patients from 
the falling building the memorable morning 
the 18th April last.

OPERATIONS THE THYROID 
GLAND.* 


By WALLACE I. TERRY, M. D., San Francisco. 


Operations the thyroid gland may de- 
manded account of: First, thyroiditis; second, 
tuberculosis the thyroid; third, tumors and cysts 
the thyroid; fourth, goiter. these, far the 
most important goiter, and the greater part 
this paper will devoted brief consideration 
the surgical features presented it. 


Inflammation the thyroid unless leads 
suppuration, does not ordinarily demand operative 
intervention. When suppuration present conserv- 
ative incisions should made for the relief ten- 
sion. Extensive dissections are unwise because 
the danger widespread infection the deep planes 
the neck. 


Tuberculosis the thyroid very rare and de- 
mands different treatment than tuberculosis 
other organs. 


the tumors the thyroid gland the adeno- 
mata are the most common. They are generally no- 
ticed asymmetrical enlargements and are usually 
single. That they, degenerative processes, lead 
cysts believed many pathologists. When they 
contain much colloid material are deeply located 
very difficult differentiate them from cysts. 
Early excision the proper treatment for both. For 
one who interested the pathology adenomata 
and cysts the thyroid, the articles Bloodgood 
recent numbers Surgery, Gynecology and Ob- 
stetrics (Aug., 1905, and Feb., 1906) are much 
value. 


The malignant tumors the thyroid are the

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carcinomata and sarcomata, the former being the 
more common. radical removal the only 
therapeutic recourse these cases which any 
value. the results, far ultimate cures are 
concerned, are poor, due great measure the 
tardy recognition malignant process. Kocher 
advises immediate operation any case goiter 
which shows rapid growth, while Bloodgood urges 
that “every asymmetrical enlargement the thyroid 
gland over thirty years age should 
subjected immediate operative removal.” Ad- 
hesions and infiltrations the adjacent tissues 
are generally found the malignant tumors, and 
one must prepared remove portions the 
trachea larynx extipate some the large ves- 
sels the neck operating such cases. 

Hypertrophies the thyroid are classed simple 
exophthalmic goiters. the former not 
have any constitutional symptoms except those pro- 
duced mechanically the enlarged gland, while 
exophthalmic goiter the constitutional symptoms 
produced toxins from the gland are varied and 
numerous. 


The simple goiters may require surgical treat- 
ment: 

1st. When they cause dyspnea from pressure 
the trachea dysphagia from interference with the 
esophagus. goitrous districts uncom- 
mon thing see the trachea narrow and distorted 
marked degree. 

2nd. When there pressure the recurrent 
laryngeal nerve. Occasionally the tumor behind 
the sternum, which case the dyspnea apt 
more severe. 

3rd. When the goiter growing rapidly. 

4th. When the mass irregular nodular. 

5th. For cosmetic reasons when there are con- 
tra-indications. 


Between the simple and the exophthalmic goiter 


are any number varieties which not ad- 


mit satisfactory classification, and seems best 
speak such cases Basedow’s disease goiter 
with Basedow symptoms. The term exophthalmic 
simply refers one symptom, while Basedow’s 
Grave’s disease implies symptom-complex. 

Personally, prefer the term Basedow’s, rather 
than Grave’s, because Basedow was the first author 
give comprehensive description the disease, 
and also because the term used more often the 
literature the subject. 

The value proper operation Basedow’s 
disease coming more and more recognized, 
that there are few today who maintain the position 
that surgical interference contra-indicated. 
believed the majority observers that Basedow’s 
disease due hyperthyroidization, and seems 
rational lessen that effect the removal por- 
tion the gland. The various forms serum 
therapy, use the milk the blood thy- 
roidectomized animals the preparation serum 
from the human gland, are being tried with varying 
degree success, and proper that each case 
Basedow’s disease should have thorough course 
medical treatment—dietary, drugs, rest, etc.—be- 
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fore surgical treatment undertaken. There 
question but that considerable proportion mild 
cases are cured medical measures alone, but 
should such measures fail give relief within 
reasonable time, the patient should operated upon 
before has lost his powers resistance. 

The mortality thyroidectomy simple goiter 
almost nil. Kocher, Bern, has done over 3,000 
thyroidectomies, and his last one thousand 
cases reported last April (Zentralblatt Chir., July 
14, 1906—No. 70) had but three deaths 
904 simple goiters; e., less than four-tenths 
one per cent. His mortality excisions the gland 
for Basedow’s disease was slightly under 
cases. Total extirpation the gland with removal 
involved lymph nodes adjacent structures for 
malignant disease the thyroid naturally attended 
higher mortality—in the neighborhood 10%. 

personal experience embraces but cases, 
which were Basedow’s disease, simple goiter 
and secondary carcinoma the thyroid, and have 
been fortunate enough have fatalities this 
series. One patient was advanced stage 
Basedow’s disease, with extreme tachycardia one 
the prominent symptoms, the heart beat times 
being high 300 per minute. The removal 
the hypertrophied right lobe was sufficient restore 
her, the course several months, fairly nor- 
mal condition. another patient nervousness and 
exophthalmos were most marked. Her symptoms 
were very much improved partial thyroidectomy 
and year later was able operate successfully 
upon her for complete prolapse the uterus. This 
leads mention that major operations pa- 
tients with Basedow’s disease are frequently fatal. 
When circumstances permit, the goiter should 
operated upon several months advance any 
other operation which may necessary. 

The technic the operation which prefer es- 
sentially that elaborated the master surgeon, 
Kocher. The anesthetic choice should local 
one, preferably cocain eucain, and only ex- 
ceptional cases should general anesthetic ad- 
ministered. The two principal reasons for this state- 
ment are: 

The danger injury the recurrent 
laryngeal nerve with its sequences aphonia and in- 
halation pneumonia great during general anes- 
thesia, while with local any the nerve can 
once recognized and steps taken remedy the 
difficulty. 

2nd. apt far more severe 
under general than local anesthesia. conse- 
quence the above factors, the mortality lowest 
yhen local anesthetics are employed. The pain 
which the patient has endure not great the 
skin infiltrated with solution encain pre- 
ceded half hour hypodermic morphin and 
atropin. 

The collar incision Kocher is, rule, 
the best for goiter operation. allows 
complete exposure both lobes and from ulti- 
mate cosmetic standpoint the best, the usual 
neckwear will conceal the scar. After division 
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the skin and platysma muscles, the anterior borders 
the sternomastoids can slightly nicked and 
the muscles well drawn the outer side. Usually 
necessary transversely divide the sternohyoid 
and sternothyroid muscles. The capsule the 
gland then reached blunt dissection and the 
lateral accessory vein, one present, exposed. 
This should ligated and divided, then the lobe 
which proposed enucleate should dislo- 
cated forward. This consider important point 
because the forward dislocation once relieves the 
sense suffocation which most patients feel 
this time, and permits ready access the thyroid 
vessels. superior and inferior thyroid arteries 
are identified and tied off. dealing with the in- 
ferior best make some pressure with pair 
artery forceps the vessel and have the patient 
speak order that one may know that the recurrent 
laryngeal nerve not caught. After ligation the 
vessel—and one should bear mind that the veins 
are usually very friable—the division the isthmus 
next order. compressing the isthmus with 
strong pair forceps one can reduce mere 
cord that small ligature will suffice for stump. 


Furthermore, compression will prevent large 
measure the later flow colloid material into the 
wound. Nothing more remains than complete the 
toilet the wound and suture the fascia, muscles, 
and skin. usually better employ small 
drain for the first hours order carry away 
the serum and any exudate from the thyroid which 
absorbed may produce thyroid intoxication.

This movement that will gather mo- 
mentum and may not long before some our 
great daily newspapers, those great educators the 
public, will realize that giving their pages 
the use any fake medical secret proprietary ad- 
vertiser who wishes buy space, they are but adding 
insult injury. Scan the pages any the daily 
papers which enter our homes, and you will find 
reading. matter amongst their advertisements which 
should not permitted enter any home. or- 
ganized effort should made correct this evil. 
have societies for the suppression vice and the 
social evil; let have societies for the suppression 
fake medical and obscene advertisements all 
kinds our daily papers. 


Allied this the evil our prescribing the 
many “proprietary” preparations, really nostrums, 
which are continually being thrust upon the 
overzealous Many these are gradu- 
ates medicine, whose efforts engage practice 
have been failure, and who readily find employ- 
ment with the manufacturers proprietary prepara- 
tions and are assured salary which princely, 
many instances, what they could hope make 
they were dependent upon income from the prac- 
tice medicine. They find remunerative employ- 
ment*introducing the medical profession the 
preparations, many which, soon they have 
established sufficient reputation through the 
medium the medical profession and the medical 
press, they once commence advertise the gen- 
eral public. Our friend, the “detail man,” comes 
town, sells all the doctors can vibrator 
violet-ray machine. The doctors use them and 
give very learned lectures their patients upon the 
beneficial results this new treatment; sounds 
very nice the patients the lecture verbatum 
literatum from the versatile “detail man.” his 
next visit installs few vibrators the barber 
shops and massage parlor two; then has such 
large demand for them that really necessary 
put advertisement the local papers telling 
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the public that the Peruna Drug Store has the fam- 
ily size for sale popular prices. 


Does this discourage the physician? Perchance 
his enthusiasm not great, but has his violet- 
ray machine save the day until some quack medi- 
cal firm advertises the daily press how, it, they 
cure all ailments $5.00 per month. And with the 
violet ray, they furnish radium water from the same 
machine. “Verily, say, brethren, this thy just 
deserts.” 

The Medical Society the State California, 
through the medium its has been the 
pioneer among the medical journals the world 
taking the fight against the prescribing 
nostrums, and are proud the fact that its 
most efficient editor, Dr. Philip Mills Jones, was the 
first medical editor who raised his voice and wielded 
his pen the fight against the use these nos- 
trums.

various nostrums, not few which are adver- 
tised direct the public. One the leading pre- 
scription pharmacists Los Angeles carefully went 
over 500 prescriptions two years ago and 500 
this year’s, and the results were follows: 


National Formulary ........ 10% 
Nostrums, such Peacock’s Bromides, 
Patented chemicals 16% 
Ordinary “patent” medicines 


the 47% Pharmacopeal preparations 
were included all tinctures and fluid extracts 
prescribed our prescriptions. When these fig- 
ures are analyzed will seen that the 
medicines and ordinary preparations will, added 
the nostrums, bring the percentage 43%. 
These figures were carefully compiled and shows 
that the use and abuse these nostrums are fostered 
the physicians themselves. doing so, the phy- 
sician not only loses his self-respect, but the respect 
his patient, who, when finds that ordinary 
trade-marked preparation, nostrum, 
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has been used, will not see the necessity con- 
sulting the physician again, and perchance will buy 
full bottle said preparation, and not only use 
himself, but recommend some friend 
friends; or, wise man, will consult another 
physician, one whom feels does not find neces- 
sary prescribe medicine. feels 
can that himself; why consult physician 
all? These things tend engender lack con- 
fidence the medical profession, and result, 
this class patients are those who form the bulk 
the “patent” medicine nostrum users. After 
many discouraging efforts self-mediation, they 
furnish willing subjects for Christian science, 
any “ism,” “healer” who may catch 
their ear. experience the use nostrums 
has discouraged them. Why take medication when 
few “adjustments” misplaced vertebra “which 
presses the nerves the stomach,” will cure 
them 

When the medical profession can allay its sur- 
gical conscience such degree that will pre- 
scribe mixture clay, cheap glycerin and syn- 
thetic oil wintergreen (which cost the manufac- 
turer less than the selling price) and which 
far from sterile, surgical dressing 
round cure for all diseases from tetanus lum- 
bago, and still pose scientific physicians, time 
for look among our ranks for the 
and weed them out. How can the warfare against 
the sale nostrums carried successfully

nals exploiting such 

The pharmacist bids fair relic the past, 
and very soon his only vocation will mixer 
drinks and dispenser nostrums. 
would become us, members scientific pro- 
fession, least assure ourselves the composi- 
tion what prescribe, and why prescribe 
it, and not accept the statement some manufac- 
turing drug firm questionable veracity. Many 
the drug manufacturers publish medical jour- 
nal, whose chief aim advertise their wares 
the credulous members the medical profession; 
many whom satisfy their cravings see their 
utterances print with glowing accounts the 
brilliant (?) results they have secured using 
some the products said manufacturing con- 
cern, who either own subsisize the medical 
journal—whose only excuse for existence 
advertise their commercial products. 

this the age scientific medicine when will 
accept the statements trade journals and manu- 


facturers nostrums, and not attempt the verifica- 


tion such statements? Look about you among 
any the allied sciences and see the infinite pains 
taken verify even the statements made the 
rapidity falling star, the density the vapors 
about the sun; and accept scientific facts, 
statements made the questionable authority 
trade journal whose very existence depends upon 
its ability get some members the medical pro- 
fession exploit the manufacturer’s products. This 
age scientific progress and must progress 
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stand still, and stand still means scientific 
decay. are responsible measure for the 
existing state affairs; will write prescrip- 
tions for nostrums whose composition unknown 
us, and for reason other than lazy conve- 
nience, the art prescription writing will become 
lost art, and are blame for it. are 
have clean therapeutics, the medical profession 
must take this subject and remove the stigma 
which rapidly being placed upon those 
members our profession who are prescribing 
these nostrums. Are not responsible great 
measure for the growth the numerous 
and “isms” lax and unscientific use these 

There should law governing the sale these 
nostrums, and such legislation can secured which 
will conformity with the federal pure food 
law, which entering wedge that opens the 
way the medical profession for great campaign 
against the sale nostrums. analysis most 
these medicines and many the “pro- 
the market, showed them mere 
“sideboard tonics” containing from 20% 45% 
alcohol; the medical profession may well 
criticized for the forming drug and alcohol habits 
the promiscuous prescribing compounds 
any the habit-forming drugs. And, too, often 
the habitue can tract the origin his downfall 
the use some the alcohol-loaded nostrums which 
innocently took as-a medicine not knowing, 
that time, was starting course alcoholism 
which would mean his ruin. have within 
our power use our forces organized body 
combat the evil effects the use alcohol and 
habit-forming drugs, and now that have fed- 
eral pure food law, have within our means 
and the means provided for us, secure 
State legislation and compel the proper labeling 
all proprietary preparations offered for sale. Such 
legislation should also such character 
remedy some the grossest crimes perpetrated upon 
those who are dependent upon the medical profes- 
sion for protection against impurities and adultera- 
tions food. 

Our aim should also secure legislation look- 
ing the better control our greatest source 
danger, comparison the value source 
food supply. Reference made better control 
dairies and dairy products. 

Milk undoubtedly the greatest source dan- 
ger all food products, consisting does the 
most important food which enters our homes; and 
other article food more susceptible con- 
tamination than milk. Forming the basis the 
food supply infants and child life, responsi- 
ble for the high infant mortality, which has been 
shown higher proportion the gross mor- 
tality larger cities, localities where the prod- 
uct dairies not under control the authori- 
ties, where medical inspection dairies does 
not exist. You are congratulated that through 
the efforts this society, which has been working 
along the lines regulation dairies and dairy 
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products, have pure food commission appointed 
the society, which making efforts secure 
State legislation that will operate connection 
with the federal pure food laws, and its most ira- 
perative duties will secure through the aid 
the State Medical Society, State pure-food 
mission, composed members from each County 
Medical Society, each said County Society se- 
sure ordinances the cities within its jurisdiction, 
covering the sale all dairy products. 

must secure legislation compelling the tuber- 
cular testing all dairy herds within the State, 
this under the direct control the State 
Board Health. Such legislation should provide 
for the destruction all infected cattle and 
just compensation the owner. 

The Pasadena branch this Society took this 
work some three years ago, and present has ordi- 
nances which compel all dairies have license. 
The fees from this license pay for the employment 
dairy inspector and the tubercular testing 
all cows such dairies. The Los Angeles County 
Medical Association now prepared enlarge 
upon this work, and within short time should 
take the work certification milk com- 
mission appointed from our members, and feel 
assured from the work done far that within 
short time will have State pure-food commis- 
sion appointed the State Medical Society, cov- 
ering each county the State, which commission 
will provide for: 

Inspection all dairies. 

Tubercular testing all cows used for dairy 
purposes. 

Certification milk the local commission 
each County Society. 

The regulation irrigation all fruit and 
vegetable gardens, thereby preventing the irrigation 
such sewage. 

The regulation the sale fruits and vege- 
tables. 

The regulation the manner handling the 
same and their exposure for sale. 

should secure legislation which would make 
misdemeanor, punishable fine, sell prod- 
ucts any dairies, unless licensed with 
tubercular-tested milk cows. 

should punishable offense expose for 
sale any fruits vegetables which are eaten 
raw state, unprotected from contamination dust 
and flies. 

The conditions under which the sale fruit 
and vegetables are exposed for sale are appalling 
the extreme. 

The sale prepared foods upon the streets 
our cities demands immediate control, when the 
poor consumptive who must make living, does 
the sale popcorn and other prepared foods. 
The necessity his calling and the exigencies 
his case demand that sell upon the crowded 
streets night the detriment his health; 
the temporary suspension his business while 
coughs spray active tubercular bacilli over his 
wares, seems not act hindrance the eager 
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purchasers, whose only regret seems that the 
action coughing few more less additional 
germs upon his expected purchasers, has resulted 
nothing more serious nature than miss 
car. 

is, indeed, travesty upon the value our ef- 
forts educate the public along these lines when 
such conditions exist under our eyes every day and 
voice but feeble protest, and that many times 
not beyond the confines our own homes. 

These are but few the evils which the medi- 
cal profession must bend their energies correct. 
should the duty the society secure legis- 
lation compelling the notification all communi- 
cable diseases, should set itself firm this stand 
provide such legislation; and should not stop 
this, should secure legislation which would 
make misdemeanor permit the occupancy 
any house room after any person persons 
suffering with communicable disease, unless such 
room house was properly disinfected after oc- 
cupancy such persons. 

way can the medical profession educate 
the public along the lines public health and sani- 
tary living securing the enactment such leg- 
islation, and this can never accomplished unless 
the individual efforts each and every 
member the society. must devolve upon each 
one talk those members our legislative 
bodies who are known us, and not known 
us, must our duty acquaint ourselves with 
the member the Senate House who resides 
our district, and place the necessity such legisla- 
tion before him, and urge his support. With 
thorough organization, such have, should 
the policy this society work along this 
line before such members our legislative bodies 
are elected, and support those, who, our judg- 
ment, are willing support measures which are 
intended for the common good. 

This carrying practices which are considered 
good and diplomatic the business world, into our 
medical organization, and until follow these lines 
accepted theories our choice our legisla- 
tive representatives, will meet with but poor 
success accomplishing much our efforts get 
good medical legislators; and until this accom- 
plished, will meet with but poor success our 
efforts elevate the physical standing our com- 
munities. have organization which should 
used power promote the public good. 
Let urge upon you the necessity concerted 
action upon the part each and every member 
this society securing such legislative action 
will best serve our purpose securing for those 
entrusted our care, the protection which feel 
our duty provide. 

Our State particularly fortunate one many 
respects, with its natural climatic advantages, its 
freedom from extremes climate, and the climate 
Southern California particular appeals the 
invalid search health. Many enter its bor- 
ders seeking relief from tuberculosis, and were 
not for the rapidity the destruction the tubercle 
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bacilli when expectorated promiscuously, the danger 
from this source would even worse than is. 
have many who seek relief who have not the 
means successfully combat the disease, and means 
should provided for the proper care these 
cases. Efforts have been made secure appro- 
priation for the erection and maintenance State 
Sanatorium for such cases. The advantages such 
institution are such that should not delay 
our efforts secure appropriation for the pur- 
our State, and means should provided once for 
the purpose caring for them. 
such character are means saving many the 
lives annually lost, and saving the State 
thousands dollars annually arresting the prog- 
ress the disease, and placing those persons that 
are now dependent upon the State for maintenance, 
among the earning classes. 

need the support every member this 
Association pass such legislation necessary 
secure such institution. The value such 
institution means teaching these patients 
correct habits living, and education along the 
lines prevention the spread tuberculosis 
will invaluable. 

have committee legislation whose duty 
inform best they can, those measures 
which their judgment will best lend 
our support. strong effort will made pass 
certain measures which, their judgment, will 
imperative for combat. This can only 
accomplished the aid every member this 
Association.

SAN FRANCISCO COUNTY MEDICAL SO- 
CIETY, MEETING DECEMBER 11, 1906. 


(Dr. Wm. Cheney read paper Sarcoma 
Infancy:) 


Dr. Porter, discussing paper read Dr. Cheney: 
think should all thank Dr. Cheney for his lucid 
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exposition this case. have seen one such case, 
but that was number years ago, and different 
from Dr. Cheney’s, being sarcoma the left kidney, 
upon which side the more usual than 
the right. 

From the pathological report Dr. Cheney’s 
tumor, understand correctly, the growth was 
not the ordinary sarcoma the kidney which usually 
springs from the Wolfian body near the hilum the 
kidney, carrying the kidney with it, spreading out 
the surface the tumor. 

the courtesy Dr. Archibald, Toronto, during the 
past summer. was sarcoma the prostate 
child months and was not discovered until 
operation was attempted relieve urinary reten- 
tion. Postmortem histological examination proved 
the growth sarcoma. When one reflects that 
the Mullerian duct part the Wolfian body and 
that the post-embryonic stage the former becomes 
the prostatic sinus, will seen that this sarcoma 
invading the prostate was reality sarcoma 
originating the same tissues from which spring 
these sarcomata the kidney. the matter di- 
agnosis Dr. Cheney had little easier time than 
some do. looking over number histories 
find there often difficulty differentiating early 
tumors. 

Dr. Kreutzmann: About ten years ago demon- 
strated similar case the Academy Medicine 
three different stages. The first stage was dem- 
onstration the tumor, sarcoma the kidney from 
child about three years old. The second stage 
demonstrated the child recovered from the opera- 
tion, and the third stage demonstrated different or- 
gans with the same kind tumor that had orig- 
inated the kidney. especial interest was the 
metastasis the lungs. The child was first seen 
good health. The tumor was accidently discovered 
and had difficulty diagnosing it. Operation 
was advised immediately. The people did not want 
operation first, but finally came back and the 
tumor was quite bit larger. The operation was 
easily performed. short time metastes oc- 
curred. Some time after saw statistics cases 
sarcoma the kidney children; not more than 
one dozen cases, showing that this disease ex- 
tremely rare. More than ten years ago reported 
this case. have not seen any cases since, and had 
never seen any before. 

Dr. Rixford: several those present have 
reported cases observed them, would like add 
that can remember have seen least two cases 
sarcoma the kidney children, one with Dr. 
Max Magnus, this city, and one the service 
Dr. Seibert New York. Magnus’ case was that 
girl two years, presenting enormous tumor 
which originated the left renal region, but which, 
when saw it, completely filled the abdomen and 
raised the lower ribs. The skin over the abdomen 
was covered with dilated veins and the child was 
greatly emaciated. The tumor was solid; aspiration 
brought fluid. When the tumor was first dis- 
covered the diagnosis was obscured history 
malaria suggesting the spleen its origin, but later 
the diagnosis was evident enough and was finally 
confirmed autopsy.

Dr. Stillman: have seen but one case sar- 
coma the kidney practice. This case was 
not confirmed operation; was too far gone. 
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doctor had seen the child until few days before 
saw it. saw the case with Dr. Greene. That 
child had the tumor the right side, occupying the 
whole the right side the body and the picture 
was just such one seen text-books far ad- 
vanced tumors the kidney.

Dr. Cooper: desire emphasize some the 
points alluded Dr. Moffitt. Firstly: must 
recognize that tumors the kidney may 
varying relationship the colon, depending upon 
what part the kidney the tumor arises from. Thus 
tumor from the pelvis may displace the colon out- 
ward and tumor growing from the outer aspect 
may displace outward, and perhaps more import- 
ant, tumor arising from the adrenal body upper 
part the kidney, may grow forwards and displace 
the colon downwards. This alluded Morris 
his excellent book, and Leahes’ text-book such 

Secondly: All malignant tumors may associ- 
ated with marked leukocytosis. This seems 
particularly when the tumor arises the kid- 
ney. Thus Cabot records instances malignant 
tumor the kidney which the leukocytes num- 
bered 90,000. 

Thirdly: That though impossible, children, 
the functional diagnostic kidney work, that 
“sine qua non” adults, can console ourselves 
with the reflection that these children have not lived 
sufficiently long have degenerative lesions the 
other kidney, and hence the kidney left can its 
own work and also the work the one re- 
moved. 

Fourthly: That though true that microscopic 
bleeding may occur, together with the presence 
abdominal tumor, which not renal origin, 
yet must bear mind that, given hematuria and 
abdominal tumor, the two should usually cor- 
related and the correlation spells renal tumor; 
have seen striking instance during the last 
month which tumor arising from left float- 
ing kidney and partly interpelvic was diagnosticated 
successfully, owing the presence such other- 
wise unaccountable hematuria. 

Dr. Somers: From surgical standpoint, the 
treatment the case presented Dr. Cheney, the 
only problem presenting itself was the nature 
the incision. The tumor was very large size 
and though distinctly located the right side, prac- 
tically filled the abdoniinal cavity. extended from 
the pubic region nearly the liver. Quite evidently 
incision the lumbar region would present 
some difficulties removal large tumor. 
Without hesitation, medium incision was made and 
the incision lengthened the pubis. There was 
difficulty experienced removal. The surface 
the sarcoma was covered with peritoneum and the 
colon was distinctly pushed the left side, quite 
beyond the median line. shelling out the tumor 
the peritoneum was separated without any trouble 
and did not seem attached firmly the under- 
lying structures. However, when cut down 
the base pedicle the tumor did present some 
and could not certain that the 
whole was removed owing the proximity the 
pedicle the larger blood vessels. regards 
operating for such condition sarcoma the 
kidney, the rapid recovery and great relief obtained 
this case fully justify the procedure. Though 
the operation may not cure, least prolongs life 
and relieves pain. 

(Dr. Emil Schmoll then read paper Parox- 
ysmal Tachycardia.) 
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Dr. Moffit, discussing paper read Dr. Schmoll: 
Dr. Schmoll writes that most cases this condition 
regarded symptom and not disease. The 
idiopathic cases are getting fewer and fewer num- 
ber search more carefully for underlying 
causes. see people who from early years have 
these attacks. knew one man who began with 
this trouble the age ten, and saw him the 
age 70. Then, some people have the trouble 
whole lifetime without our being able discover 
cause; but most cases can very definitely 
refer the condition some underlying factor, 
the case other so-called functional affections, 
epilepsy and neurasthenia. have been struck with 
the number cases paroxysmal tachycardia 
young men associated with syphilis. Not 
infrequently there are other symptoms than tachy- 
cardia; occasionally difficulty speech, attacks 
confusion. few these cases tachycardia 
has been predominant feature. have been struck, 
also, with the number these cases young men 
associated with masturbation. The condition not 
infrequent thyroid trouble. The thyroid tumor 
does not seem the direct cause, but rather the 
thyroid intoxication. interest the oc- 
currence tachycardia case mentioned Dr. 
Schmoll Dercum’s disease, for not long ago 
saw case Dercum’s disease with attacks tachy- 
cardia. would like emphasize also that 
should not view the prognosis paroxysmal tachy- 
cardia too lightly when associated with definite heart 
lesion. saw, some two months ago, woman who 
had had spells tachycardia during the last five 
years and who had been for ten days running pulse 
160 when saw her. She had definite aortic 
leak and died day two later with symptoms 
angina. Another case was adherent pericardium, 
and the patient went long time with symptoms 
intermittent tachycardia alone. The prognosis 
such cases decidedly different from that 
essential tachycardia. This condition, therefore, 
most often symptom and not disease and 
important that our prognosis should based en- 
tirely the underlying condition. 

Dr. Cooper: Dr. Schmoll congratulated 
upon the wealth clinical material has pre- 
sented us, and upon the good use has made 
it. There doubt that have broaden 
our ideas respect what cases shall regard 
paroxysmal tachycardia. can longer re- 
strict the list those instances which, the 
absence static disease the heart, such undue 
rapidity suddenly commences and suddenly dis- 
appears. Yet, the other hand, there ques- 
tion where the boundary line drawn, 
given man with myocardial insufficiency, 


overdoes and his heart beats 120-130 min- 


ute, apparently suffering from symptoms. 
Should include such our list? all 
meet with considerable number such cases. 
The nervous system undoubtedly plays great 
part the production many attacks, and indeed, 
stated, has long been formulated that they are 
sort cardiac epileptic seizure. used 
argued that pulse rate 120 beats depended 
upon irritation the sympathetic; from 120 150 
beats upon paralysis the vagus, more than that 
upon combination both causes, but such dis- 
tinction arbitrary and can not entirely sup- 
ported. Nevertheless, those instances which 
such attacks occur people who suffer from mani- 
fold vaso-motor symptoms such cold hands and 
feet, flushings, sweatings, etc., are all tempted 
suspect that these tachycardias are dependent 
upon vagal inhibition sympathetic irritation and 
such people the prognosis commonly good 
one. There are other cases, however, which these 
attacks are associated with dilitation the heart 
chambers, and indeed one prominent refer 
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Martin—suggests that these attacks are depend- 
ent upon preliminary dilation and represent 
endeavor the part the heart make 
rapidity contraction for insufficiency the in- 
dividual beat; this its turn tends induce more 
dilitation and thus vicious circle develops. such 
patients the prognosis somewhat different, and 
they should treated with the greatest care. 
cannot criticize the tracings Dr. Schmoll 
have such under one’s observation 
and many minute measurements before any opin- 
ion advanced much value. But would like 
emphasize two points, (1) that the interpretation 
such things means easy, and one can 
readily led astray, g., only necessary 
take venous tracings with the tambour close 
far away from the carotid artery recognize what 
errors may ensue even depending upon the posi- 
tion our receiver; (2) that particularly diffi- 
cult say whether given wave due 
auricular contraction occurring coincidently with the 
ventricular contraction, reflex wave due 
the right ventricular systolic. The size the wave 
does not help us; measurements are little aid. 
Perhaps will have depend upon the fluoro- 
scope; but even there the factors error arise, in- 
asmuch chamber containing fluid such ap- 
position another contracting chamber would 
naturally show some disturbance during that con- 
traction and must confess, that the present 
have been totally unable differentiate. 

Dr. Schmoll, closing discussion his paper: 
agree with Dr. Moffitt that the utmost im- 
portance look for the etiological factor these 
cases. very few cases have not found the etio- 
logical factor. regard paroxysmal tachycardia 
thyroid disease, have seen number such 
cases which tachycardia was present and the case 
could not classed real goiter. regard the 
Dercum’s disease, that also improves thyroid 
extract. agree that difficult judge whether 
the auricular contraction takes place not, from 
the venous tracings. think the final decision has 
come from the fluoroscope examination, not from 
the tracings.

SOMNOS. 


The manufacturers Somnos have been claiming 
that their preparation definite “chemical product 
formed the synthesis chlorethanal with poly- 
atemic alcohol radical.

The Council Pharmacy and Chemistry, The 
Journal for September 15, publishes report 
investigations that were made mice, guinea- 
pigs and dogs for the purpose proving dis- 
proving the claims made for Somnos its manu- 
facturers. The result the investigation showed 
that the physiologic action Somnos practically 
indistinguishable from that per cent solution 
chloral hydrate. 

According the reports, Somnos less toxic 
than chloral hydrate, and the depressing effects 
the temperature, respiration and circulation are the 
same each instance. The Council suggests that 
physicians who are the habit using Somnos 
should compare the results they obtain from with 
per cent elixir hydrate chloral. this way 
they can verify for themselves whether not the 
Council’s conclusions are correct, that per cent 
elixir chloral glycerate (Somnos) has the same 
physiological and therapeutical action per cent 
elixir chloral hydrate. 


THE BACTERIA AND 
NORMAL THROATS. 


From study 154 throat cultures, fom nor- 
mal throats, from cases scarlatina, meas- 
gitis, and fully describing his method and the re- 
sults the examination, Ruediger, Chicago 
(Journal A., October 13), sums his find- 
ings substance follows: Streptococcus pyo- 
genes constantly and abundantly found the 
tonsils cases tonsillitis and scarlatina before 
the subsidence the inflammation the throat. 
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The organisms rapidly decrease numbers after 
subsidence the throat inflammation. Strep- 
tococcus pyogenes can not considered normal 
resident all healthy throats, though was found 
small numbers per cent. the cases ex- 
amined. Pneumococci low virulence were found 
lying between the typical Streptococcus pyogenes 
and pneumococcus were found all normal throats 
and nearly all diseased throats. They have very 
little virulence for rabbits, and they are found 
nearly all cases they may considered normal 
inhabitants the throat. Streptococcus pyogenes 
from normal throats appears have slightly 
greater virulence than these organisms from scar- 
latinal throats.

states his preface, has endeavored cover 
the field from new point view; present the 
subject from the clinical rather than the laboratory 
side. this, think, has succeeded admirably. 
The work based the author’s five years’ expe- 
rience head the clinical laboratory the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital and has had his dis- 
posal and made good use all the valuable clini- 
cal records this institution. general the labora- 
tory side the work presented much other 
works except that the old and poorer, and the new 
and untried tests are general omitted, and only 
the reliable ones retained. addition, every 
chapter valuable and generally full discussion 
the clinical side the subject; discussion 
that can not fail advantage students and 
which the general practitioner can refer with the 
assurance help. 

The work opens with the subject the sputum 
and the author makes timely plea for more ex- 
tended and careful examinations the fresh spu- 
tum, both macroscopically and microscopically than 
are usually made. The chapter contains good dis- 
cussion colored sputa and the sputum the 
various pulmonary affections. Following this some 
two hundred pages are devoted the subject 
the urine. This chapter very satisfactory. 
covers the chemical side much the same manner 
other books but contains here and there many 
useful hints. The newer urine tests such cryo- 
scopy, chloride excretion, the dilution test, methy- 
lene blue and phlorizin tests, etc., are grouped under 
the head functional renal diagnosis and are fully 
discussed especially their relation surgical 
questions. Albuminuria and the urine the various 
renal affections are fully considered from the clini- 
cal standpoint and must certainly great help 
the student. are sorry mention made 
Denige’s test for acetone, for consider just 
simple and more delicate and satisfactory than the 
usual Gunning’s Lieben’s tests. 

The third chapter considers the stomach contents 
and its general presentation the subject and its 
discussion the clinical laboratory side the 
different gastric affections one the best 
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the book. fail find any mention Sablis’ 
desmoid test. Occult blood preferably con- 
sidered under the subject falces and not stomach 
contents, and should have been given fuller discus- 
sion and the tests more adequately described. 

The blood very fully and satisfactorily pre- 
sented the fifth chapter. The details the 
technic obtaining specimens and counting the 
corpuscles are very carefully described 
usual faults the beginner prominently men- 
tioned. The anemias and the parasitic blood af- 
fections are given due prominence. are glad 
see that Brodie-Russell’s instrument for the de- 
termination the coagulation time recom- 
mended; very few text-books mention it. study- 
ing the colored plates that accompany this chapter 
would assistance descriptive text were 
included with each. 

The final chapter discusses the various body fluids 
not already considered and includes the subject 
cytodiagnosis which adequately presented. Dr. 
Emerson finds rather limited value. The text 
well illustrated with original drawings executed 
the well-known Johns Hopkins artists, whose 
reputation sufficient guarantee the accuracy 
their work. general have nothing but praise 
for the book and agree with the opinion ex- 
pressed Dr. Osler his introduction, that will 
found comprehensive and trustworthy guide 
all the details laboratory work. 


Practice Pediatrics—In Original Contributions 
American and English Authors. Edited Walter 
Lester Carr, New York. 


This book issued addition Lea Brothers’ 
number pediatricians; American and English, 
whose names are coming more and more recog- 
nized carrying authority. The ideal book 
pediatric practice would one which the physio- 
logical differences between adult and child were fully 
emphasized, and the pathology and symptomology 
due such differences fully brought out; would 
also one which the visual facts general medi- 
cine found ordinary text books would re- 
ceive little more than mention and which plates 
such occur pathologies books practice 
would not cumber the volume. Preferably, too, 
would from the individual point view one 
man and carry the garnered wisdom much clinical 
experience, and would avoid the overlapping that 
inevitably comes the attempt number men 
write system pediatrics. 

The book before violates many the premises 
laid down ideal; and further, the reading some 
its sections leaves impression that the writing 
was but attempt fulfill uninteresting task. 
However, spite its drawbacks, which are but 
those inevitable book brought together such 
manner this has been, there are number the 
sections that every practitioner should read. South- 
worth, than whom would have been difficult 
find abler man, has written the section Infant 
Feeding. One feels that the editor has hardly alloted 
sufficient space this important subject. pedi- 
atric manual about thousand pages, less than 
one hundred are given the dietetics infancy, and 
while that small space there crowded enor- 
mous amount information luminously treated, one 
can not but regret that this important and much 
neglected subject should not have received greater 
space. regretted, too, that while Chapin’s 
results are quoted and used though they were, 
they are, the basic facts upon the knowledge which 
depend for success baby’s feeding, Chapin has 
been given scant credit for his work. 

Hart and Van Slyke’s epoch-making researches in- 
the chemistry milk albumens have been fully 
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recognized and the revised views their discoveries 
have forced upon are fully accepted. gratify- 
ing see that the simple top-milk method home 
modification advised and that the laboratory modi- 
fications are more less discouraged. Certainly any 
practitioner following the advice 
should have difficulty feeding normal infants, 
and will find the problem feeding children 
abnormal digestion much less taxing one. South- 
worth also advises much more liberal dietary dur- 
ing the second year than many writers do. One feels 
that those pediatric authorities who strongly urge 
the importance withholding other than milk food 
during. the second year, have wrought incalculable 
harm many children. 

Occasionally this book one meets with state- 
ments that must errors dictation, such when 
Marasmus that the child suffering from this condi- 
tion should have daily cool douche when undoubt- 
edly the one essential thing protect child 
whose temperature already subnormal from fur- 
ther loss heat. 

judge the value any book children’s dis- 
eases, one naturally turns the sections the 
treatment acute infections and especially that 
the treatment diphtheria. many authorities 
have put the dosage antitoxin low that there 
the minds the profession large feeling 
that small doses antitoxin given itervals are 
efficient large initial doses. This vicious 
statement and with great deal satisfaction 
that one reads Nicoll’s endorsement McCollom’s 
advocacy massive initial doses. The dosage ad- 
vised the author is, for mild cases 2,000 4,000 
units; severe cases twice that dose; and cases in- 
volving the larynx, 10,000 units. matter fact, 
rarely wise give less than twelve thousand 
units laryngeal case, and this dose should re- 
peated within hours. 

Hardly sufficient stress laid the great diffi- 
culty differentiating cases which the strepto- 
coccic invasion the throat complicates diphtheria 
from cases true scarlatina.
